She 
advised that GOLD received a certain amount of mail, vdiich she believed to 
be from his family in Philadelphia. Mrs. BROOKES remarked that GOLD was 
in his room, apparently studying, until late at night during most of the time 
he resided in her home* According to her, his week ends were also spent in 
this manner and he left the house, as far as she knew, only to take a walk , 
or to attend an occasional movie. 

Reverend MILLER and Reverend SWEENEY both stated that they-..- 
recall GOLD very well. He was regarded as an intense student, vdio was 
cooperative and an^us to fit himself in with the school, despite the 
fact he was not a Catholic and was several years older than the average 
students.

Mr. BRUCE said that he frequently engaged KROMENBERO in political 
discussions and that he was of the opinion that KROIIENBERG was a 
Socialist, if not actually a Communist* Ur, ERUCE based his opinion on 
KRONENBERG’s pro-WALIACE views and his critical attitude of the United 
States,’ foreign policy, Mr. BRUCE could furnish no further infomation 
regarding the above. Informant stated that they were so far apart in 
their political views that every time he engaged KRONB>JBERG in a discussion 
an agrument would ensue and would end in terminating the conversation. 


Mr. BRUCE advised that the KRONENBERGs did ngt-ippear to have a 
large income, but that KROIfj^NBSRG was frequently away from Philadelphia 
on trips and that some of these trips appeared to be of a "secret nature*. 
Mr. ERUCE could furnish no information to justify his suspicions regarding 
these trips only to mention that he had learned on one occasion KRONSIBERG 
had been to South America, Mr. BRUCE further advised that KH0NEN3ERG 
received many long distance telej^one calls; that he entertained foreign 
looking people and that he had heard what he believed to be a ivireless 
set emanating from the bedrotan of KRONENBERG, 
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With reference to HARHI GOLD, Mr. BRUCE advised that he had 
never observed GOLD himself nor did he have any first-hand knowledge of 
GOID's association with KROBEfTBERG. BRUCE stated that his wife was in the 
hospital in Philadelphia at the time GOLD was arrested and that she had 
written him to say that she believed she had seen GOLD on several occasions 
sitting on the porch talking to KRONEI^BERG while living at U703 Cedar Avenue. 

A photograph of GOLD was shown to BRUCE and he advised that he 
recognized this as being the same individual whose picture appeared in the 
Philadelphia Inquirer and that he had personally never seen the individual. 

BRUCE described KROM^JBERG as being about liO years of age, 

5*7*, weight 1^0 lbs., hair crinkly brcrivn, married, one small child about 
four years of age. Hr. BRUCE advised that his wife wo\ild be in a position 
to furnish further information regarding HARRY GOLD. 

Mrs. THOMAS M, BRUCE, Jl*., 26^3 Patricia Avenue, advised that 
she recognized the picture of HARRY GOLD in the Philadelphia Inquirer as 
"looking like the sane man" who had visited KROHEJIBERG during the fall of 
19U8. Mrs. BRUCE was shown several photographs of HARRY GOLD and she said 
she was "almost positive" it was the same man. She advised that she had 
never been introduced to GOLD and that the only information she had learned 
regarding this person, now believed to be GOLD, was second handed. She 
said that this information came from a friend to the effect that the visitor 
of KHO'lENBERG was a doctor at the University (Pennsylvania). Mrs, BRUCE 
v/as questioned for further information which might assist in identifying 
HARRY GOLD, with negative results.

As you are aware, vm have been holding up any further 
intervieTEwith Harry Gold in view of Attorney’' Hamilton's letter 
dated Jione 7, 1950, in effect, restricting Gold from making 
statements involving his intent while engaged in espionage activity 
without first clearing vdth his attorney. 

On the afternoon of June 10, SAC Cornelius advised me that 
Agents miler and Brennan are standing by for the purpose of further 
interviews with Gold, which interviews Cornelius believes are highly 
desirable, yx, Cornelius pointed out that from his discussions with 
Hamilton, the latest being on the afternoon of June 9, he is, sure 
that Hamilton is not seeking to restrict the interviews with Gold 
in any manner, nor is he restricting any t;vpe of questioning of Gold* 
Yfhether as to intent or otherwise, Hamilton has continually expressed 
his desire to cooperate and has pointed out to Cornelius that Gold 
has flatly stated that he vmnts to continue interviews vdth the 
Agents. Inasmuch as Hamilton has been appointed to represent Gold, 
his only concern is that he, as Gold's attorney, Tdll have the 
opportunity of revie.ving any statements made by Gold dealing with 
the matter of intent before Gold signs such atatemepta. 

It is noted that in so far as Gold's intent is concerned, 
that this is included in the first signed statement of May 22* 
and the contemplated questioning of Gold is along lines of his 
associates and contacts and in all probability, will not go further 
into the matter of intent, 

Ih*. Corneli\r3 advised that on the afternoon of June 9, 
llr, Hamilton told him tliat vrhen Hamilton vas intervie-.ving Gold on 
Thursday, June 8, iJold recalled a number of items \/hich he wanted 
to tell the Agents and kept making notes of matters he wanted to jtell 
the Agents, Cornelius inquired vfhether Hamilton ’.ras going to Inter- 
view Gold on June 9 or 10, and Hamilton replied that he was nou and 
urged Cornelius to have the Agents continue the interviev/ with Gold, 


l!r, Cornelius advised that he felt that the interviews should 
continue at once in view of the fact that we have a number of pertinent 












inquiries to make of Gold, particularly irith respect to securing 
from Gold complete and detailed information reganiing Black, Slack, 
Brothman, and Greenglass in preparation for our contemplated inte3>- 
vievs vdth these individuals. 

Hamilton has consistently stated iiiat Gold wants to 
cooperate fully and completely with the Agents and vinquestionably 
this is going to be used by Hamilton as a mitigating circumstance 
in his plea for a lighter sentence. It is my recommendation that we 
continue the intervievra vdth Gold. Agent Killer has advised me 
that Gold is like a lemon — every time squeeze him, there is 
some juice left. I would suggest that the interviews be resumed 
at once and that Cornelius keep a careful vfeather e'-e out for any 
change in Hamilton's attitude or any attempt to place restrictions 
on the interviews.

laboratory technician there until about the middle 
of June, I 9 I 47 . ROLF WOLLAK knew HARRY GOLD as an em- 
ployee of Brothman and Associates and believed him 
to be a Communist inasmuch as he was closely associated 
with ABE 'dROTHIiAN, ROLF WOLLAN believed nearly all 
of the employees at Brothman arid Associates were Com- 
munist or at least Communist sympathisers.

ROLF Sim^E:£jmUJ-£l was interviewed on ’’ay 29, 1950, alrRJlenwood, 
Minnesota, by Special AgehV^' MARTIN J-. L’TKOSKIE and ROY 0, STU.-RTi At this 
time WOLLAN advised that he was borti on Novembe r lU, 1 911, at Glenwood . ^^innesbta; 
attended Luther College, Decorf*, Iowa, graduating in 193^; taught school at St, 
i r<^ nnp snt.a , from 1936 to 19lil, and at Vemdale, Minnesotaj in I 9 I 4 I and 19UZ 
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stated that in high school he was nicknamed "GOOF, '* and in 
college he w5snlcIpTa!ned »Pro^ » He stated that he is now nicknamed ^The 
Prolesso rj ** and that he believed this is due to the fact that he liked to mlay 
pooTTand- billiards, and most of the fellar;s irho hang around pool halls vrere not 
college graduates.

ITOLLAN went into the United States Airy on June l3, 19h2, and rose 
to the rank of Second Lieutenant.

On October 12, 19U5, he ',vas released 
from the Army at Fort ’’onmouth. New Jersey. He returned to Glenwood, ilinnesota, 
ivhere he remained until the last part of November, 19l;5, when he vrent to New 
York City; 


WOLU'J advised that his brother, GEilH;JlD vVOLLAN, got him a job 
with Abraham Brothman and Associates at their laboratory, 8503 57th Avenue, 
Elmhurst, New York. At this time Brothman and Associates' -office was in Manhat- 
tan, but later it was moved to 2923 last Avenue, Long Island City; WOLLAIC was 
employed as a laboratory technician at ^.-50.00 a v-ek 'until the middle of June, 
19ii7, when he left, principally because he vfas homesick and also because Sroth- 
:nan and dissociates was low' on funds and he v;as not being paid regularl^'k He 
stated that Brothman and Associates still owe him more than ^>500.00 iii back 
salary. 


During the time that ROLF V/OLLAM v/as connected with Brothman and

The above four 
individuals continued to be active Communists or at least seemed to be active 
Communists, according to ROLF 770LI«‘JI.- ROLF also advised that BILL ROHAL, who 
was employed by Brothman and Associates, and he, ROLF, were probably the only 
two individuals employed by that concern who were not Communists or who were 
not at least closely associated with the Coimaunists or sympathetic to theiii. 


ROLF vVOLLAN stated that H;jlRY GOLD vfas employed by Brothman and 
Associates and commuted for a short time from Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 
Thereafter he got a room in New York City and stayed there instead of commuting 
back and forth to Philadelphia. He stated that HiARRY GOLD was a person %vho ap- 
peared to be interested only in the laboratory at Brotliman and Associates and 
also in the company itself. He stated that GOLD at no time in his presence 
ever discussed Communism nor did he ever mention that he in any way was con- 
nected with the Communist Party. ROLF stated that he believed that GDLD must !

In the late summer of l?ii6 
R ;LF was in his brother’s, GERILiRD’S JLiving room when a mcin who was organizer””' 
for his brother's old Communist Party club in Brooklyn, tried to get GERILGID ' 
to rejoin the Communist Party, .'ji argximent took place, and GERHiilD did not 
rejoin the Communist Party. GER^L.^'S wife, HELEN^i.YCR, who originally came ' 
from Cape Girardeau, Missouri, and v^ho attended Coiumbia University in New York

June 19* 1950 at New York setting forth information that the records of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology reflects that subject was bom 
March 1, 1901 at Odessa, Russia. This information is carried in the 
details of the report and was furnished the New York Office by- 
teletype from the Boston Office dated June 7, 1950. 


A subsequent administrative report entitled "SEMION MARCK SEMIONOV, 
was.i ESPIONAGE - R" submitted by SA BRENTON S. GORDON of the Boston Office 
on June 15, 1950, reflects that the records of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology failed to indicate the year of subject's birth. 


The report also notes that the regulations of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology pro-wide that information in its files are confidential 
and cannot be obtained other than by subpoena and that the Infonnants 
of the Boston Office who have furnished the information are Jeopardising 
their position by violating the M.I.T. rule. 


This information is directed to the Bureau's attention 
for consideration in possible dissemination of the report.

COPIES DESTROYED^*^®® before class, subject and BENKESER would study or else 
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would just talk for a while. Subject never, in any of his discussions, 
gave any indication of any outside activity and gave no indication 
that he was other than a loyal and patriotic citizen of the United 
States. Their discussions were mainly concerned with Chemistry, the 
professors and other students; and BENKESER was unable to remember any 
time the discussion concerned polities or ideologies. 

BENKESER wondered why, subject, an older man, and a 
resident of the East would have come to a school like Xavier, especial- 
ly inasmuch as it is Catholic, rather than con^ileting his education 
in the East. He asked subject one time, and subject stated he had 
stopped over in Cincinnati sometime before, liked the town and had 
tried to get into the University of Cincinnati. He was not accepted 
because too great a length of time had passed since his last schooling. 
He then learned of Xavier and applied there and was accepted. 

BENKESER went on to say that subject left school before 
he did; and he heard nothing of him, or from him, until this year* 

While in Cincinnati, BENKESER was only with subject csice on a social 
occasion, at which time, BENKESER took subject to his home for dinner. 
He only did this on one occasion and never had any contact, with him 
outside of school, except for that one occasion. While attending 
Xavier, subject was supposedly engaged to a girl back East and received 
quite a few letters from her. BENKESER said subject never mentioned 
her hx name, or, if he did, BENKESER has forgotten it. 

Thus, as far as BENKESER can remanber, subject had very 
few friends other than those he met at school. Inasmuch as BENKESER 
had no contact with him outside of school, he was unable to furnish 
any information concerning subject’s outside activities and whether or 
not he had any. 


BENKESER attended a convention of the American Chemical 
Society in Philadelphia on April 10 - 12, 1950; and on the latter date,

While talking with SA.C Cornelius of Philadelphia on the 
morning of June 6, 1950, he Informed me that he had received a letter ‘ 
from John Hamilton, attorney for Gold, The letter tias dated Jtme 5, 
and v/as received in the Philadelphia Office at 9:Q5 A.M. today. 

This letter related that HaMlton has been appointed attorney 
for Gold, that in his capacity as attorney, he is desirous of Gold's 
cooperation with the Agents. He pointed out that the cooperation of 
Gold would not only confirm his admission of guilt but would also affect 
peralties imposed upon him. Having in mind his responsibilities as Gold >s 
attorney, he requested that he be allowed to review any statements in 
the future prior to their being signed by Gold and that any statements 
which have been reduced to writing and not yet signed by Gold be reviewed 
by him prior to such signing. He also requested that he be allowed to review 
statements previously given by Gold.
